its stock others would have to follow. In
order to compete with its prices. Even un-

der present conditions the gentleman of
whom I speak stated that he gees to
Europe twice a year, imports clothing, pays
a duty of thirty-fiv- e per cent, on It and un-
dersells the borne products. Two-third- s of
the difference m price represents labor.

The Oil City (Pa.) DerrlcA a paper
well-u- p hi all that pertains to oil and gas,
says:

Many causes are operating to make fuel
gas a subject of tbe utmost importance to
manufacturing cities and towns. Tbe ad
vantage of natural gas which hare hereto
fore placed the communities enjoying them
so easily above the competition ot those
not possessing such advantages are supple
mented by strikes In the coal regions and
subsequent high prices of fuel.

Ingenuity
is constantly at work to devise some prac-
tically good and cheap gas that can be used
for heating purposes In large quantities.
Since the consolidation of the leading com-
panies in Pittsburg and of those in the
Ohio valley, a strong demand has arisen for
fuel gas by some manufactured process in
those localities. Evidently what is good
for them Is good for other manufacturing
cities. Chicago is moving ulgorously in the
direction or manufactured :uel gas and a
lively race is on between tao rival compa
nies to obtain UrS" franchise of piping the
cur.

Disston, tbe great steel manufac
turers, at Philadelphia, have decided to pt

to produce fuel gas rather that to re-

move their works to Pittsburg so that they
em use natural gas. Concerning the sev-

eral processes now employed for producing
fuel gas, the DerrtcAsays:

The water gas process or gas produced
by the decomposition of steam by an Incan-
descent coal bed is one of the most common
ba of fuel gas; producer gas, or such as
is used in the Siemens furnaces In large
manufactories. Is another: and coal gas Is
now being largely adopted as the basis for
this thermal agent. Mixtures of coal gas,
water gas and producer gas have been sug-
gested; processes of making water gas with
bituminous coal, at least In part instead of
anthracite exclusively are also among the
new det ices. Ail these which use coal as
a principal agent in any form are probably
inferior in ail prominent respects to the
fuel gas that can be obtained from the use
of petroleum as the basis. The affinity or
relationsmp between petroleum and natural
cas is the most desirable heating agent ever

No manufactured iras
can he hoped for that will equal It in heat
ing power at the same price that It has been
supplied t; in other words, so cheap "per
